The 
Senate passed the Revised 
Substitute Bill, which allowed 
for senior classes to be can- 
celled rather than have sub- 
stitute teachers. The bill could 
not become school policy 
without the approval of the 
School Committee. 

Another bill, the Substitute 
Evaluation Bill, asked students 
and teachers fo fill out ques- 
tionnaires to evaluate the 
performance of substitute 


teachers. After a visit from Su- 
perintendent Philip Geiger, the 
Senate passed a resolution 
dealing with the budget crisis 
and then supervised the elec- 
tion of the student Site-Based 
Council representatives. 

The 1990-91 session was 
marked by intense scintillating 
debate and active partici- 
pation by all classes. Indeed, 
this year’s Senate successfully 
showed its influence as the 
policy-making body of the 
high school.

Through the SPANS (Stu- 
dent Pals and Neighborly Sen- 
iors) program, students have 
a chance to interact with 
Lexington’s large population 
of senior citizens. Once a 
week for a semester, the stu- 
dents in the program attend 
a class in which they learn 
about the lives of senior citi- 
zens.

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How many times has some- 
one told you, ‘“‘You can’t 
change the world?” Well, 
maybe so, but more and more 
Lexington students are show- 
ing that even if they alone 
cannot change the world, 
they can at least make a dif- 
ference. LHS’s official student 
activism group, VISION, serves 
as an umbrella organization. 
VISION includes the sub- 
groups Amnesty Internation- 
al, Oxfam, and LEAF, an en- 
vironmental club. 

The purpose of Amnesty In- 
ternational is to free prisoners 
of conscience, as well as to

promote general social jus- 
tice worldwide. This year, Am- 
nesty sponsored a week-long 
letter drive, during which 
group members collected 
signatures on letters and pe- 
titions, which were then sent 
to various governments urg- 
ing the liberation of unjustly 
held prisoners. Amnesty 
members wrote additional 
letters; fundraisers were also 
held to raise money for the 
stamps. 

Oxfam America’s main pro- 
ject, was the spring hunger 
banquet, at which guests ex- 
perienced first-hand the dif- 


ference in food supply be- 
tween First and Third World 
countries. Guests were as- 
signed a specific country and 
dined as a person from that 
country would, Guests came 
expecting an unusual expe- 
rience, and even those who 
received only a meager meal 
left with a better understand- 
ing of a Third World standard 
of living. 

The environmental group 
LEAF evolved from last year’s 
Earth Day organization, whose 
primary concern was edu- 
cating others about environ- 
mental problems facing the 


world. This year the group 
shifted its focus to action, 
working to improve the school 
recycling program and to re- 
duce the amount of recycl- 
able material that is wasted. 
IN addition, the group planned 
outings to nearby natural ar- 
eas that allowed them to 
learn about and appreciate 
nature. 

Through these various 
groups, LHS student activists 
continue to demonstrate that 
simple things can make a dif- 
ference.

“The best way to describe 
Jazz Ensemble is to think of it 
as a combination of Marching 
Band and Improv. It has the 
same pep as Marching Band, 
but room for a few kids to play 
solos like Improv classes,”’ says 
Jazz Ensemble pianist Justin 
Frazer. Indeed, this group has 
alot of kick — every Tuesday 
after school, they can be 
heard playing music down the 
halls of G house. 

The Ensemble is made up of 
six saxophonists, four trom- 
bonists, five trumpeters, a 
bassist, a guitarist, a drummer, 
and two pianists.

nce upon a time, there 

was a teacher who 

taught, graded pa- 
pers, and went home in the 
afternoon to her family. She 
had a polished apple on her 
desk supplied by her loving 
students. She always had a 
prepared lesson plan, and not 
a moment of class time was 
spent in fumbling for papers or 
waiting for the students to 
quiet down. 

Beyond the stereotypica! 
duties of teaching, the job of- 
ten includes extra help ses- 
sions, advising student extra- 
curricular activities, and writ- 
ing college recommenda- 
tions.

summer; some teachers may 
end up writing as many as six- 
ty. 

Classes do not always fol- 
low the plans that many 
teachers so carefully pre- 
pare.

A chem- 
istry problem could result in a 
remotely relevant question 
that causes a demonstration 
which teaches students the 
meaning of Newton’s Laws. 
Sometimes, something valu- 
able is learned; other times, 
the class may merely have 
some comic relief from the 
pressures of learning. 


During the school year, the 

LHS teachers must also super- 
vise study halls, lunches, and 
detentions. 
Once every two months, they 
attend meetings for ‘‘profes- 
sional development’. Some 
who hold close relationships 
with their students are sub- 
jected to the sagas of teen- 
age life. 

Yet the one thing that 
teachers have in common is 
that they take an interest in 
what students do and will do. 
During college vacations, it is 
not uncommon to see many 
graduates return to Lexington 
and visit the teachers that 
took the time to care.
